Wood Cancels 
'Econowy' 
Housing Plan 


•fi Washington, aug. 19 — (UP) — 


Housing Expediter Tighe E. Woods 
said today he has abandoned his 
"economy" plan to decontrol 4,- 
500,000 homes and apartments, and 
will ask local authorities to main- 
tain rent controls in 
areas 
his 


agency cannot afford to police. 


Woods had announced two days 
ago that because of a congression- 
al cut in the housing office's budg- 
et it would be necessary to drop 
rent controls in about one-third of 
the 1,000 counties still covered by 
-federal rent ceilings. 


• 
But 
he disclosed" that his law- 


yers subsequently advised him he 
has no authority to decontrol those 
areas because the 
demand 
for 


rental housing has not been met 
there. 


As an alternative to his original 


plan, he said, he is going to fire 
2,462 of his 5,462 workers and ask 
volunteer advisory boards to police 
tight rental areas. 


Woods said the firings will en- 


able him to close enough rent con- 
trol offices to keep 
within 
his 
*trimmed budget. The job of watch- 


ing landlords and Ihcir rents then 
will be passed onto local rent ad- 
visory boards which already are 
in operation. These 
boards 
are 


composed of local volunteers who 
serve without pay.

The wounded included five pol- 


icemen, a two-year-old boy and a 
woman.

other policemen and a 


news photographer were overcome 
by tear gas or vut by flying glass 
in the wild gunfight, which 
was 


witnessed by an estimated 
8,000 


persons in a middle class west side 
Negro district. 


The Negro, James Criag, went 
down spewing lead from two .38 
caliber pistols as he s t e p p e d 
through the door of his flaming 
home. 


Neighbors said that Craig had 
appeared "irritated and slightly in- 
sane" since his pet dog, Prince, 
was run over by a car and killed 
about a month ago. Craig had lived 
alone with the clog in two rooms of 
the neat two-story brick-veneered 
house since his wife left him six 
months ago. 


The fracas began about 9:30 last 


night when Craig got into an argu- 
ment with a neighbor, Lewrence 
Mack, 17, who had decorated his 
house for him. Criag accused Mack 
of stealing a gun from his home. 


Suddenly, witnesses said. Craig 
pulled two pistols and 
fired 
at 
Mack. 


The bullet went wild and struck 


two-year-old Drake Atkins in the 
head.

Helsinki, Finland, Aug. 19—(UP) 


—Fifth thousand more Finns walk- 
ed off their jobs today in response 
to a communist call for a general 
strike. They increased the total of 
strikers to 150,000. 


Premier Karl A. Fngerholm held 
an urgent conference with Presi- 
dent Juno K. Paasikivi, reported- 
ly to ask him to summon parlia- 
ment into extraodinary session lo 
cope with the growing strikes. The 
government contends that the com- 
munist called the strikes in an at- 
tempt to seize power. 
The government 
rushed 
troops 
into the northern timberlands in 
an attempt lo discourage any fur- 
ther rioting such as took one life 
and brought injuries to at least 16 
persons yesterday. 
Communist party leaders 
called 


a huge meeting for this afternoon 
in Helsinki to protest the death of 
the striker at the northern lum- 
ber town of Komi, at the head of 
the Gulf oC Bothnia. 


A bzttalion of crack troops under 


command of Lt. Gen. Aarnc Blick 
took over Kemi after the clash be- 
tween police and 2,000 strikers who 
sought to march on loyal lumber- 
jacks trying to break a logjam. 


Police reported Kemi quiet today. 
The town is under virtual military 
law. All public meetings were ban- 
ned and all arms, including shot- 
guns and hunting rifles, confiscat- 
ed. 


The communist press said Antcro 


Helikkinen, communist chairman 
of the Kemi city council, and sever- 
al other communist were arrested. 
The union of 
lumbermen 
and 


floaters (log-rollers), which claims 
a membership 
of 
13,600, struck 


today in support of the Kemi strik- 
ers and asked some 
40,000 non- 


union lumbermen to join them. 
Ten thousand food industry work- 


ers struck last night. Walkouts also 
were reported in water pipes works 
and other industries.

thadox) church in Paris, came here 
to officiate at the ceremony: 


Carol and Elena whose romance 


flourished mpre than two. decades 
despite family 
objections 
and 


political upheavals were 
mrried 


in Rio De Janeiro in an 
"exter- 
mis" civil ceremony in July. 1947, 
when Elena was believed at 
the 
point of death. 


Under Brizilian law a dying per- 


son may, in the presence of six 
witnesses designate the person she 
wishes to marry and, if no legal 
obstacles intervene, the wish rnny 
be fulfilled by a BriziJian marriage 
court. 


The Brizilian ceremony was at- 


tended by the necessary witnesses 
and publlic officials'to maTje'it legal 
under the civil law that permits 
marriage "in extermis." 


Elena's influence during Carol's 


reign as king of Romania had been 
so great she had been known1 as 
the "uncrowned queen." Carol pre-
